HOT  COUNTY  AGENTS  INCREASE  FARMERS ‘ INTEREST 
IN  THE  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

Requests  for  College  Publications  as  a Measure 
of  Extension  Interest. 


The  following  interesting  quotation  is  from  a recent  address  "by 
Dean  Farrell  of  Kansas  State  College  of  Agriculture.  It  shows  how 
counties  with  county  argents  compare  with  those  without  county  agents 
in  requesting  publications  of  the  college: 

"Among  the  counties  of  Kansas , Nil son  County  requested 
the  largest  number  of  publications  during  the  five 
months'  period.  It  was  followed  closely  by  Shawano , 
Dopglas,  Nelson,  Johnson  and  Lyon  Counties.  It  is 
perhaps  significant  that  ea-ch  of  these  counties  ha.s  a 
couiity  agricultural  agent.  The  average  number  of  re- 
quests per  county  was  almost  e:r.ctly  twice  a.s  great 
in  the  ca,so  of  counties  having  county  agents  as  it 
was  in  the  ca.se  of  counties  not  having  agents.  The 
average  number  of  publications  requested  during  the 
five  month  period  was  114  per  county  in  the  first 
ca.se,  and  gO  per  county  in  the  second.  This  doubt- 
less indicates  that  the  wort  of  the  county  agent  stim- 
ulates amon ;;  farmers  an  increased  desire  to  secure  in- 
formation re  :ardin  ; methods  of  solving  a gri culture.  1
